Applicants' response and the papers attached thereto filed August 3, 2001 have been 
received and entered into the application. 



Claim 22 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pan et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,846,975), already of record, for the reasons of record as set forth in the 
previous Ofl5ce action dated May 4, 2001 . 

Applicants' arguments and the papers filed with the response have been carefiilly 
considered, but fail to persuade the Examiner of error in his determination of obviousness. 
Applicants' arguments at pages 1-11 are specific to certain named compounds and to the method 
in which the compounds are utilized. However, for the reasons taught by Pan et al., a 
composition comprising the presently claimed compounds would have been obvious and it is 
believed that claim 22 remains properly rejected.

On the basis of the statements of appHcants in their response, claims 1-21 are deemed to 
be in condition for allowance.
